Powers and Duties 


of Local School Board 


1. To employ all teachers and other employees of 
the State Board. 

2. To determine the salary of every teacher and 
every employee. 

3. To determine their terms of employment. 

4. To prescribe their respective duties. 

5. To make or authorize the making of all pur- 
chases on account of the district. 

6. To make suitable provision for the accom- 
modation of pupils in approved schoolhouses. 

7. To provide for proper transportation required 
by law. 

8. To provide that all schoolhouses be kept clean 
and in proper condition. 

9. To prepare seasonably a budget of school ex- 
penditures. 

10. To make suitable assignment of school 
money to the various needs of the school before Sep- 
tember of each year. 

11. To keep such accounts as the ‘State Board 
shall require in all state aided districts. 

12. To hold meetings at least once in two months. 

18. To require their secretary to keep a written 
record of each meeting. 

14. To require attendance of superintendents at 
such meetings. 

15. In accordance with regulations of the State 
Board to determine the subjects of instruction for each

of the several grades and the school time to be devoted 
to each subject. The superintendent shall make recom- 
mendations with regard to these subjects which the 
school board may adopt, reject, or change. 


16. To exercise all other powers and perform all 
other duties vested in or imposed upon the school 
board by law or by the school board expressly dele- 
gated to him. 


Such other powers and duties included the dis- 
missal of teachers or employees found by the school 
board to be incompetent or immoral, the repair of 
schoolhouses, the care of school grounds, the provision 
of maps, textbooks and other supplies. They appoint 
the truant officer, direct his work and fill vacancies in 
their own board. They make regulations for the local 
management and discipline of the schools determine 
their location and time of session. 


Powers and Duties of Superintendent 


To enforce 


(a) The rules of the school board. 

(b) The regulations of the State Board. 

(c) All laws relating to school attendance. 

(d) All laws relating to the employment of 
children and illiterates. 


To report violations of law or of regulations of the 
State Board relating to 

(a) Administration of public or private schools. 

(b) Matters affecting the welfare of children. 


To direct and supervise the work of all teachers and 
janitors. 


To nominate teachers, that is, to discover and propose 
to the school board candidates for vacancies, with 
adequate information as to their individual quali- 
fications. 


To recommend text-books and other school supplies, 
and to purchase them when so directed and as di- 
rected by the school board. 


To see that the same are suitably distributed to the 
schools, accurately accounted for and economically 
used. 


To keep such records, make such reports of his doings, 
the condition of the schools, the financial standing 
of the districts, as shall be required by the school 
board or the regulations of the State Board. To 
remove a teacher or other employee 
(a) To be found immoral or incompetent. 

(b) Who does not conform to the regulations 
prescribed by the State Board or by the School Board. 
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To provide for temporary vacancies in the teaching 


force, when so authorized by the school board. 


To secure fuel or other necessary supplies for the tem- 


porary operation of the schools if the school board 
shall fail to provide them and they are immediate- 
ly needed, provided that he is authorized so to do 
by the State Board. 


To enforce the rules of the State Board with regard to 


(a) Admission of pupils to school attendance in 
accordance with the laws of the state. 

(b) Assignment of pupils to such classes and 
grades as he finds their preparation warrants. 
(c) Promotion of pupils in accordance with 
their capacity and attainments. 


To recommend, to the school board, the graduation of 


such pupils when they have completed the pro- 
gram adopted for the school board. 
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
